Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Regnery 
et.al. (U.S. Patent Number 5,958,414). Regnery et. al. disclose a polymer comprising 
phosphazene backbone having pendant groups such as glucose, which inherently binds 
to a receptor on human cells that activates innate immunity including an antigen specific 
Th1 immune response ( column 6, Lines 32-64). Regnery et. al. also, teach a 
composition comprising the polymer phosphazene (also referred as polyphosphazene,

see column 6, lines 21-22) and an antigen for the induction of antigen specific Th1 
immune response, specifically B. henselae antigen, see column 6, lines 15-31.
